CONCEALED WEAPONS

IB senate of'the Nevada legislature has passed an 


act repealing the law against carrying concealed 


weapons, paaaed «t the teat session. 


It Is Interesting to note at this time that Folk, the 


reform governor^ dfMlssourl. who Is presumed to be some- 
thing of an authority on crime and Its prevention, has 
just sent a special message to the Missouri legislature 
recommending the"j)assage of Just such n law as Nevada 
In contemplating the repeal. 


In his recommendations Governor Polk makes the state- 


ment that fully three-fourths of all crimes committed In 
St. Louis last year are directly traceable to the pistol 
carrying habit, and that prosecutions growing out of th<s 
practice costs the state of Missouri $100,000 every year. 


Were this statement to come from a source less entit- 


led to credence. It would probably excite ridicule. But .t 
will b<» generally conceded that Governor Folk knows 
whereof he speaks, large though his figures be. Wlth-thls 
Illustration before us. strengthened by the further fayt 
that nearly every state In the Union, Including Kentucky, 
celebrated in song and story for Its gun plays, has a law 
to this effect, perhaps It would be well for Nevada to make 
haste slowly In this matter. 


The plea has been made that the recent Influx of bad 


« hanu'ters. Incident to the construction work and mining 
discoveries has made our erstwhile peaceable common- 
wealth less snf« than It was. But as against this It can 
he said that the law Is so formed that any'reputable clt- 
Ivtrii eniraged In a business which makes it unsafe for him 
to travel, can, by application to the proper officials, secure 
a permit to carry a weai«on. 


The law has proven useful In other ways. It Is now 


possible to hold men arrested on suspicion of a graver 
crime when found in possession of a deadly weapon, 
when It would be difficult at the time to secure sufficient 
evidence to hold foi trial on another charge. 


It would be well to pause before repealing a law which 


works no hardship on a lawabldlng citizen, and has a de- 
terring effect oi» the criminal element.
